In the 
first flush of a great triumph a 
imeasure of exaggeration is par- 


ldonable in the leader of a na-! 


ition, but it will be found that 
'the settlement of a territory so 
“huge as Abyssinia will call for 
\lonz toil, even when order has 
been restored. That is a re- 
iflection for the future. What 
is of immediate mément is the 
ideclaration that the whole ‘of 
Abyssinia is Italian territory. 
iThere are to. be no peace nego- 
jtlations, no question of consul- 
tation with other Powers. Italy 
is to show that force is still 
triumphant in a world that has 
thought to establish other ways 
of security. The doctrine, so 
triumphantly proclaimed, is full 
of danger for every country 
not; fully equipped for its own 
defence.

Emperor the main burden of 
protecting life and affording a 
refuge in Addis Ababa fell 
upon the British Legation.

Three Hours’ Battle 
On Snowdon 


CLINGING TO RAILS 
Llanberis. 
Londen schoolboys 
for several hours 
through 3 blizzard on Snowdon 
Jast month. The boys, aged from 
14 to 17, are pupils at Parmiter’s'

Most ofthe boys had 
on a mountain before. They be- 
gan the ascent of the 3,500ft 
height by the Watkin track from 
Nant Gwynant.
